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THE DECLINE OF THE DRAMA. 


The Drama’s decline! what a 
theme! and how often argued. What 
has not been written as to the cause ? 
Some attribute it to the gradual de- 
cay of public taste for all such en- 
tertainments. Some to the restraint 
imposed by etiquette, or the every 
day custom of the age, in excluding 
tavern refreshments from being hand- 
ed openly about. Some to the many 
religious sects, that are constantly 
springing out of the mother church ; 
the proselytes to which are gained by 
the expounders preaching open war 
against some long established custom 
or species of amusement, hence, the 
stage comes in for a share of their 


animosity. Some to the advance of 


education, (commonly called refine- 
ment) that cannot look with any de- 
gree of pleasure on a mimic repre- 
sentation of what passes before each 
mental eye, as it cons o’er the writ- 





ten pages of things past, present, 
and to come. Some to the precarious 
state of trade, keeping the minds of 
the trading class ever on the fret, 
and so rendering them incapable of 
being soothed, even into a momentary 
forgetfulness of the one great aim of 
their lives. Some to the domestic 
enjoyments, which education gives 
alike to the peasant and the prince, 
content of home, and the amusements 
of home, his books, his music, and 
many other such delights. Some to 
the admittance of loose female cha- 
racters, who thus exclude many 
hundreds of families. Some to the 
overgrowth of the metropolis, and 
consequent cause for the richer.class, 
seeking a home for their families in 
the outskirts of the town, so that 
the distance precludes the possibility 
of their attending. Some to,—but 
I might write on till doomsday, pen- 
ning my own notions, or to rake 
forth the many reasons assigned by 
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the wise, as to the positive cause of 
the drama’s decline; still, amongst 
the mass of things so said and writ- 


ten, to my thinking, enough stress 
has not been laid onthe actors and 
actresses; even to these, the foun- 
dation stone do [ attribute the present 
low ebb of all things appertaining 
to the stage. 

In the monkish times, your monks 
were the actors in the religious mys- 
teries, men of education, men whose 

rivate worth commanded respect, 

oth before and behind the then 
primitive curtain; and this, no 
doubt, was one main cause of such 
entertainments being sought after. 

In the golden age, the Elizabethan, 
when ‘a Shakesperian blaze lit up the 
courtly hall, the cot of poverty, and 
the sylvan glades. of fairy revelry, 
an actor was accounted one whose 
presence at your table gave a charac- 
ter to your learning; a guarantee as 
to the legitimacy of your taste, like 
a thumb-worn rare old black lettered 
tome on a student's shelf, bespeak- 
ing ;a.search into the long dormant 
world of truth. These were sterling 
men—diamond wits—the purer the 


‘stone the more sought after: geniuses 
-one and all, men of knowledge, and 
‘hence, fit mates ‘for princes ; whose 
‘very revelry o’er the wine cup, be- 
‘spoke a love of men and manners. 
.These played their parts as God’s 
own image, their art exalted, not 


debased, the likeness of themselves; 
and, during this period, the stage 


‘started into being—flourished, and 


truly adorned the age, 
Nearer to our own times, the Gar- 


rick and the Kemble ages, we find 


the actors (with few exceptions) 
courted and honored by the wise, 
and the great. Their rooms throng- 
ed as a royal levee by the blood peer, 
and the intellectual peer, often boast- 
ing a ei galaxy.of learning than 
was to be met with in any other place: 
the consequence of which was, the 
stage still held high her head, bless- 
ing-and blessed. 

Now turn we to our own times; 





what are actors? with but very few 


exceptions, men of little principle, 


men who violate their own private 
laws, and-hold no reason worthy of 
ed a ang even to one ano- 
ther. Those you cannot respect off, 
(unless their genius be of a most 
brilliant kind,) find but few admirers 
on thestage. What has given the son 
of a Kean, or Macready so lordly a 
footing on the stage? their private 
worth, werespect, honor, and, asamat- 
terofcourse, supportthem; oran Ellen 
Tree, so high a place, the ‘* even tenor 
of her way,”’ the worth of home, cou- 
pled in her person with talent of no 
ordinary kind, or an Helen Faucit, 
but that she keeps her name free from 


the blemish of many, she, in her 


profession, is compelled to associate 


with, Your actors, no longer guests 


of the great, are strangers to the 
table of all but the young and inex- 
perienced fool of fortune. There’ is 
no private friendship urging you to 
give your mite in acknowledgment 
of his efforts; no cause for that 
homage-a good man ever commands ; 
hence, the empty benches and con- 
sequent bankruptcies of your Theatre 
managers. ‘Talent, pure legitimate 
talent, will ever induce you to put 
your hand into your purse, the dearth 


of which, coupled with the moral 


want, is, I think, the only cause of 


the present depressed state of the 


stage ; and, be assured, its prosperity 
depends as much upon the one, as 
the other. The stage never can 
thrive, unless a radical change be 
effected in both, when this is done, 
out of its very ashes another golden 
era will spring forth, and Shakspeare, 
once again, willre-assumehis light and 
warmth over all the world. E.R. w.

The Siege of Troy immediately 
follows, and in the getting up and 
execution, even outdoes, the former 
magnificence of this uniqueestablish- 
ment. ‘The scene of the Grecian 
games is. particularly splendid and 
appropriate. The entire menagery, 
as we have before noticed, appear in 
the Arab of the Desert, the second 
piece, which is solely got up for this 
purpose. 

e great strength of the house 
however, lies in the skilful manage-

outlay; nevertheless, the present 
management has displayed no nig- 
gardly spirit, for besides a long pro-

La- 
band, as Ivan; Miss Rosa Green, as 
La Gitana; and Miss Bennet, as the 
Gipsey Queen; are both efficient in 
characters, and accomplished dan- 
ceis; and, aided as they are by Sig- 
nor Rizzio, Mr. Beckett, and the 
female members of the Italian corps 
de ballet, they, altogether, produce 
an effect calculated to draw admiring 
audiences in this select locality. The 
management being at length deserv- 
ing of success, we sincerely hope 
the company will command it, 


NEW VAUXHALL GARDENS. 
We paid a visit to these gardens 
during the past week, and were 
agreeably surprised to find so excel- 
lent and cheap a substitute on their 
side of the water for the faded glories 
of old Vauxhall.

Monday 
in eacl: week has been adopted as a 
gala night, when, in addition to the 
other amusements, a splendid display 
of fireworks is given in the style of 
the old Vauxhall. . Mr. S. King is 
the proprietor, and the site is that of 
the Duke of Brunswick's house in 
the Wandsworth Road, whence the 
place is named the Royal Brunswick.
